•aest buildings in the city and a thing of which we 
jjfall all be proud, but the presence of that unsightly 
ItBCe. shutting oft nearly one-half of the street, 
•^ff.in suggests that the city is entirely too generous 
to providing for the comfort of building contractors. 
0nch things are not persjitted elsewhere, and there 
to M good reason for permitting them here. In any 
large city one constantly see; twenty-story sky- 
•iraptrs in course of erection with no greater incon- 
venience to traffic than IB caused b> fencing off the 
•Idewalk, On Seventeenth street, in Denver, a big 
•fflee building ha« been under construction for 
r««rty a year, and throughout that time not even 
the sidewalk was obstructed except while the ezca- 
' jsmtion was being made. But when a new building 
to erected in the business section of Colorado Springs 
BB etiy-golng City government permits the con- 
tractor to fence off a «tti* of highway fifty feet 
wide. The thing is worse than absurd; it is a 
various Inconvenience to the public, and should not 
be tolerated. 


Another contribution to the shabblaess of the 


business district at the present time is the "Bums 
Opda House"—or aa much of it *s h« yet ma- 
terialized. Doubtless Mr. Burns' intentions are 
excellent, but iv£ hope we will not be considered 
Impertinent for suggesting that it is about ti«e for 
him either to build his theater or else make the 
vacant lot more presumable

INCUBATOR BABY DIES 


The tiny Incubator baby which has 


caused so much interest at the Deacon- 
ess hospital, the little daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred Ihlefeldt, gave up her 
feeble struggle for life yesterday morn- 
Ing, on the day she was six waeks eld. 
The hospital authorities have not en- 
tertained much hope that she would
